of pure golde, inriched with precious 
ſtones, his Scepter,his mantell of Purple, 
and his other Imperiall Robes, and the 
Imperiall dignitie of commaunding the 
men of warre,with all other things con- 
ceraing the glory & maicſtic of the Em- 
pire . Geuing alſo to others of the Ro- 
mainCleargic,the dignitic, ——

well to the Moonkes of S. Hes order, 
as to other religious perlones , to keepe 
themſelues within their cloyſters , that 
they ſtray not abroad in Cities, Caſtles, 
and Townes: and we charge them to 
forbeare preaching to the people in any 
wiſe, ſauing oncly to ſuch as are willyng 
to take their habit vpon them forthe re- 
medying of their ſoules health. 

ecing then that it is agayuſt the 
noteſſion of Moonkces to pꝛeache, it 
followcth , that they cannot quſtifie 
their contemplations to be good, vn⸗ 
der pꝛetence that ſome of them doe 
dealc with pzeaching , foz as much as 
in lo 9 

ne 
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nerall profeſſion . And, as fox their 
watchinges, Mattines, Eucnſong, 
and ſuch other Heruices, wherto they 
binde chemſeſucs by their vow of obe 
oience:we will ſpeak of them hercaf- 
ter. Jt is mough foz me at this peſt᷑t. 
to haue ſhewed in few woꝛdes, that 
the works wherunto the Monks do 
binde themlelues , as well by their 
vow of obedience, as by their other 


4 vowes, cannot be called good wozks, 


becanſe they be to farrc of from the 


wo of God, 


It is alſo to be pꝛooued by the Ca⸗ 
nons, y theſe pꝛetended good works, 


be neither good, noz merpto ious. ines in ik. 


And firſt, as touching their garmets. 
the Canons doe cutſſe and ban all 
ſuch as repoze any holynes in them. 
So that by the ſapinges of thoſe Ca⸗ 
nous, we ought to abhozre all kind of 
Moonkes : Foz all of them accompe 
theinſelnes co deſerne ſomewhat at 
Gods handes ,'by theyz wearing of y 
kind of appareil, and ofthoſe (irtes 
of heate next their ſkinne 2: and that 
they ſhould do ill, if they ſhould wear 
luch as other men doe. 
Theſe wozdes dere following be the 
very wozdcs of the Canon, which is

ter furthered to chaſtity, by his weari 
of the Moonkes cowle , or take himſc

weare hoods and ether attyres after the 
common faſhion, Curſed be they. 

And touching their vow ol abſt 
nence frommecates, the auncient Ca- 
nons lſpcake thereof in ſuch ſozt, as 
generally they alow of lobꝛictp, with ⸗ 

out pzeſcribing of any abſtmece, mo 
/ from ſleſhe then from liche, Thelc be 
the expꝛeſſe wozds of the Cannon. 

For there is nothing ſo deleCtable , a 
meates well dreil and digeſted , Nor any 
thinge better for our health, or for the 
tharpning of our wits, or for the preſer- 
uing of our bodyes fro ſicknes , than ſo- 
ber and moderate feeding 4 for as ſuffi- 
zance nurtiſheth vs, ſo dorh it allo main 
tayne vs, in good plight and pleaſures- 

By this Canon u appcearetb , tha 
moderate dpet is ſo commended, as 
that wee muſt hauc a regard to our 
health, and not appay2c it epther by to 
much pynung of our ſelues, oz the ca- 
bo incates that are cotrary to our 

bh, And in good (ooth, the fame 
Lanons 
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nons do lykewiſe witnes with vs 
hat, to abſtapne from iniquirie, is the 
rue manner of keeping and obler⸗ 
ning the Lent, and that rherein conli⸗ 
ſeth the perfection of faſhng . Thelec 
de che very woꝛdes of the Canon. 
Itis a great and generall faſt to ab- 
ſayne from iniquitie and vnlaufull plea- 


fures of the worlde, and that is the moſt * 
pertect kinde of faſting in this word. For 
ve obſerue the Lenton faſt, when wee 
blue honeſtly, keeping our ſelues from i- 
niquitie and vnlau ful delights. And true 
ly ( as ſapth an other Canon) mens 
prayers ind faſtinges are nothing worth, * 


if the ill lyfe be not amended. 

Uppon this poynt of abſtpnence 
from mcates this hiſtoꝛp which =- 
* reciteth is worthy to be noted. In 
the tpmne of che Emperour Marte u- 
er, ther was a great perſecution of 
the Thziſttans m, nigh vnto 
Lyon, Emong others two noble pers 
ſonages named baue, and 4174/1

Moreouer ſome 
ot them did-abſtayne from all thinges 
that had life : Other ſome did cate onely 
tyſh:And ſome others ( which were not 
of the groſſeſt diet) did feede onelye on 
flying foules and fiſh, and dig cate ney- 
ther beete, Mutton, nor other ſuch gros

bus, as they would cate neither cas 
Ii whitemeate . And others, which 
were not ſcrupulous at all. did tate of 
all kindes of ineates , ſaning that vp⸗ 
on the faſting dayes. they would not 
cace til late towards night. All which 
dmerlities ({apth the hiſtozpe) were in 
thoſc dapes pꝛactiſed in ſundꝛpe chur⸗ 
thes, without finding any faulte , oz 
<alinging one an other fo2 ſo doing. 
wherby it appeareth, that the chꝛiſti⸗ 
ans which lined in thoſe dapes, were 
of much greater modeſtye, than thoſe 
which hane lined in our dapes , in 
whom we bane ſcene all kind of cru- 
fltie , in burning and perſecnting of 
lach as haue not tollowed the traditi- 
ons and ſuperſtitions that are obſcr- 
ucd in the Komilh Church.
